REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 12-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not anticipate nor render obvious to one ordinary skilled in the art a liquid crystal display 
device comprising a combination of various elements as claimed, more specifically, one end of 
the liquid crystal panel is located on a film a carrier, wherein the end is covered with a light 
shielding film extending from the liquid crystal panel to the film carrier. 

Kawaguchi ('832) and Watanabe ('526) disclose a liquid crystal display device 
comprising a film carrier, a light shielding material covering a liquid crystal driver. However, 
neither discloses one end of the liquid crystal panel is located on a film a carrier, wherein the end 
is covered with a light shielding film extending from the liquid crystal panel to the film carrier, 
as claimed in the present invention.
